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Commissioners'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Belknap  County  : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  New 
Hampshire,  your  Commissioners  herewith  submit  the  re- 
port of  their  financial  transactions  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1913,  and  a  statement  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  county  at  the  end  of  the  year,  together  with 
the  reports  of  the  other  county  officers  required  by  law. 
Attention  is  called  to  these  reports  for  detailed  informa- 
tion regarding  the  work  done  in  different  departments  of 
the  county's  business. 

The  almshouse  and  house  of  correction  have  been  un- 
der the  management  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  P.  Batchel- 
der,  who  assumed  the  positions  of  superintendent  and 
matron,  Jan.  1st,  1913.  They  have  spared  no  pains  in 
making  the  lives  of  those  in  the  almshouse  comfortable 
while  those  committed  to  the  house  of  correction  have 
been  kept  at  work. 

Their  services  have  been  secured  for  the  coming  year, 
in  which  the  county  is  very  fortunate. 

It  has  been  apparent  for  a  number  of  years  that  it 
would  soon  be  necessary  to  install  a  new  heating  plant  at 
the  farm,  as  one  of  the  boilers  had  long  ago  been  con- 
demned as  unfit  for  use,  while  the  other  has  been  kept  in 
use  only  by  constant  repairing  at  quite  an  annual  expense. 

By  a  vote  of  the  present  delegation,  your  commission- 
ers, in  conjunction  with  a  committee  of  the  delegation, 
were  given  authority  to  construct  an  outside  plant,  which 
has  been  done  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $12,000.00- 
Although  not  fully  completed,  it  is  furnishing  heat  for  all 
the  buildings,  requiring  much  less  steam  than  the  old  ap- 
paratus, consequently  consuming  less  fuel. 

The  structure  consists  of  a  modern  cement  and  brick 
boiler  house,  a  radial  brick  chimney  and  an  underground 
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cement  coal  pocket,  with  a  five-car  storage  capacity.  The 
roof  is  built  of  re-inforced  cement,  with  four  dump  holes 
so  arranged  that  the  coal  is  dumped  directly  from  the  cart 
The  boiler  house  is  connected  with  the  main  buildings  by 
a  subway.  There  are  two  sixteen-foot  tubular  boilers  for 
heating,  and  one  high  pressure  boiler  for  summer  cooking 
and  laundry  use. 

The  farm  buildings  have  been  painted  and  the  roofs 
covered  with  a  fireproof  material.  There  have  been  ex- 
tensive repairs  made  on  the  house  and  barn. 

An  up-to-date  laundry  equipment  is  being  installed,  as 
voted  by  the  delegation,  the  old  one  having  been  long  in 
use,  requiring  constant  repairs,  and  unsuited  for  the  work 
to  be  done. 

An  adjoining  pasture  formerly  hired  by  the  county  has 
been  bought,  as  authorized  by  the  delegation. 

The  crops  were  the  largest  ever  grown  on  the  farm,  do- 
ing much  toward  reducing  the  cost  per  week  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  inmates.  An  examination  of  the  inventory  of 
personal  property  at  the  farm,  Dec.  31,  1912  and  Dec.  31, 
1913,  shows  an  increase  of  SI, 826. 77,  which  is  largely  due 
to  good  crops. 

Realizing  the  necessity  of  adopting  modern  methods  in 
crop  culture  that  the  largest  yields  may  be  obtained,  we 
have  arranged  with  Director  Kendall  of  the  N.  E.  Experi- 
ment Station  to  conduct,  by  crop  experts,  demonstration 
plots  of  grass  and  cultivated  crops,  also  in  pruning  and 
spraying  of  fruit  trees.  These  demonstrations  are  con- 
ducted for  the  general  good,  and  all  interested  are  urged 
to  attend.  The  date  of  each  will  be  published  in  the 
local  papers. 

The  Court  House  bonds  of  #30,000  due  July  1,  1913, 
have  been  redeemed. 

There  is  #20,043.70  in  the  sinking  fund,  which  is  $43.70 
more  than  the  refunding  bonds  due  Jan.  1st  1915. 

There  was,  Jan.  1st  1913,  $4,871.14  more  in  the  sinking 
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fund  then  the  amount  of  the  county  debt,  which  has  been 
used  in  paying  for  the  improvements  at  the  farm,  the 
balance  being  taken  from  the  regular  appropriation. 

We  wish  to  express  our  most  hearty  thanks  to  Mr.  F. 
W.  Fowler,  chairman  of  the  delegation  committee,  for  his 
untiring  interest  in  the  farm  improvements  and  to  the 
Rev.  George  L.  Thompson,  chaplain  at  the  farm,  for  his 
many  kindly  and  charitable  deeds  and  for  his  assistance 
both  at  the  farm  and  with  outside  cases,  also  Dr.  H.  C. 
Wells  for  his  faithful  attendence  and  thoughtfulness  of  the 
inmates.  We  especially  wish  to  express  our  commenda. 
tion  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Batchelder  for  their  constant  efforts 
for  the  welfare  of  the  County  farm  in  all  of  its  various  de- 
partments and  co-operation  in  the  many  changes  that  have 
been  made,  also  to  the  various  county,  city  and  town  of- 
ficials and  all  other  citizens  who  have  aided  us  in  our  ef- 
forts during  the  past  year.

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Chaplain's  Report. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Belknap  County  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  wish  to 
present  first  the  strictly  religious  phase  of  my  work  as 
chaplain.  There  is  a  considerable  range  of  mental  capaci- 
ty among  the  inmates  of  the  Farm.  To  minister  profita- 
bly to  all  the  people  has  been  my  aim.  At  the  monthly  ser- 
vice endeavor  has  been  made  to  present  the  truths  of  re- 
ligion in  a  simple,  direct  manner  in  order  that  all  may  un- 
derstand and  enjoy  the  service  of  worship.  From  the 
responsiveness  of  the  listeners  and  the  eagerness  to  which 
the  greater  number  of  them  look  forward  to  the  coming 
of  the  chaplain,  we  may  say  that  our  efforts  in  this 
direction  give  a  large  degree  of  satisfaction.  We  have 
been  fortunate  this  year  in  having  a  number  of  em- 
ployees who  were  not  only  able  but  willing  to  help  in  the 
singing,  and  at  the  present  time  we  have  a  quartette  at 
every  service.  The  chaplain  is  also  happy  to  say  that  the 
employees  generally  attend  the  service  and  he  would  be 
glad  to  welcome  any  of  the  county  officials  at  any  time. 
There  has  been  a  large  number  of  deaths  and  consequent- 
ly of  funerals,  during  the  past  year.  To  the  credit  of  the 
county  it  may  be  said  that  no  inmate  of  the  farm  is  laid 
away  without  a  decent  burial. 

The  chaplain  is  pleased  to  note  that  a  considerable 
number  of  the  House  of  Correction  inmates  have  attended 
the  Sunday  services.  He  has  not  been  able  to  give  the 
time  which  he  would  like,  to  the  inmates  of  the  Jail,  but 
he  feels  that  in  one  case,  at  least,  during  the  past  year,  he 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  of  real  benefit  to  a  prisoner 
awaiting  trial. 

The  annual  Christmas  tree  was  a  great  event,  as  usual 
and  the  interest  of  the  Commissioners,  the  Superintend- 
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ent,  the  employees  at  the  farm,  and  the  kindness  of 
friends  outside,  lent  joy  to  the  occasion.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Empire  Lyceum  Bureau,  their  local  repre- 
sentative, Dr.  E.  R.  Wright  of  Alton,  enabled  the  Com- 
missioners to  present  the  Litchfield  Entertainers,  consist 
ing  of  Mrs.  Neil  Litchfield  and  Miss  Abbie  Litchfield,  at 
the  Christmas  party.  They  were  greatly  appreciated  by 
those  present,  and  their  efforts  are  suggestive  of  possibili- 
ties from  our  local  people  of  talent  in  cheering  the  unfor- 
tunate. 

It  is  hoped  that  if  sometime  in  the  future,  extensive  al- 
terations should  be  made  in  the  Farm  buildings,  a  chapel 
may  be  provided  for  the  services  which  shall  be  better 
lighted  and  more  cheerful  than  the  room  now  used. 

Having  become  somewhat  acquainted  with  the  inmates 
through  several  years'  service,  the  following  causes  may 
account  for  the  presence  of  most  of  the  inmates,  i.  e.,  nat- 
ural mental  incapacity,  loss  of  health,  financial  misfortune, 
use  of  alcoholic  liquors,  and  desertion  of  wife  and  child- 
ren by  the  natural  protector.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
time  is  near  at  hand  when  no  young  person  of  either  sex 
shall  be  sent  to  the  County  Farm  because  they  are  not 
self-supporting  by  reason  of  mental  inability.  Such  per- 
sons belong  to  institutions  for  the  Feeble  Minded  and 
should  be  provided  for  at  such  an  institution.  If  this  were 
done  it  would  reduce  the  number  of  county  charges  at 
least  seventy-five  per  cent.
